At first we were struck by the nov- 


; elty of this idea, and then a feeling 


akin to gricf spread over us as we 
‘¢€elt how much in error we had been. 


- The fact that we have said that Carson 


und the Trebune wanted to keep one 
of its best supports was certainly 


“wrong and our innate obstinacy which 


prevented a belief in this half million 
absurdity, half crazes us. We read 
the Tribune this morning at daybreak 
and after reflecting upon our errors 


‘,and the kind manner in which the 


Tribune reproaches our wrong doing, 


we resolved to confess ourselves, and. 


“give the reasons fur our shortcomings. 
A bold, bad man, who pretended to 
know all about the Nevada State Prison 
‘complications, told us the story this 
way. That Carson has, ever since the 
organization of our State Government 
depended chiefly upon State institu- 
tions, and her representatives, Icgisla- 
tive and journalistic had always striven 
_ to secure them at any cost to the Stae 
That one result of this disposition 
might be seen in the state of affairs 
connected with the State's Prison. 
The State has been induced to buy 


- from citizens’of Carson 20 acres of al- 
_ kali, and inferior sandstone for $80,- 


000, yet could secure no title therefor, 
and was asked at the last Legislative 
session to pay $20,000 more for the 
same ground. The Legislature and 
Governor noting this, resolved that it 
was wrong to compel taxpayers to buy 
the same property ten times at an ex- 
orbitant price, and so cast about for a 
new location. They selected a site 
near Reno, purchasing 207 acres of 
perfect title for $10,000 
This land, bordering on the Truckee, 
and including water power to the river 
centre. The same Legislature appro- 
priated $100,000 with which secure 
and lasting walls have been built, 
which are ample for any prison in the 
world. The present Legislature will 
be asked for another appropriation to 
erect a suitable building, and consider- 
ing the fact that nobody can deny the 
superior advantages of the Reno loca- 
tion in every respect, we concluded 
that Carson wanted the prison. 

Since noting the Tribwne’s correc- 
tion, we have changed our mind. We 
know that Carson possesses no advan- 
tages for such a location that Reno 
may not claim in a superior degree, 
and hehce- we conclude that the 7'ri- 
bune’s Opposition can not come from a 
regard for the State’s interest, Hav- 
ing confessed our mistake, we are 
driven to one of two beliefs: either 
the 7'ribune is very anxious to see 
Farmer Treadway paid for his land 
again, or it isengaged in an insane de- 
sire to oppose the Governor. Either 
of these is scarcely as creditable as 
that first assigned by the Gazette.
